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INDIAN  CHRISTIAN 
DEVOTIONAL  MEDALS

In  India,  Hindus  are  everywhere  in  the  majority.  One  place,  where 
Christians  are  in  large  numbers  is  in  the  former  Portuguese  posses- 
sion of  Goa  (See  Map  of  Prevailing  Religions)  which  is  38%  Christian 
and  well  over  60%  Hindu. 


Today,  Goa  is  an  unusu- 
al enclave  in  that  it 
is  like  a small  piece 
of  the  Mediterranean 
transplanted  to  the 
Arabian  Sea  coast.  Here 
you  can  visit  white- 
washed churches  on  sun- 
ny plazas  splashed  with 
bougainvillea  in  charm- 
ing little  towns  with 
streets  bearing  such 
names  as  Rua  de  Conde 
Torre  Noves  and  Avenida 
Sagrado  Coracao  de  Jesus. 
Apparent  everywhere  is 
the  blending  of  the  two 
cultures,  Portuguese 
and  Indian. 

Just  as  their  ancestors 
built  little  temples 
wherever  they  could,  so 
have  the  Chri  sti  an  Goans 
erected  small  wayside 
crosses  at  every  turn. 
Similarly,  the  figures 
of  the  Virgin  and  Child 
and  the  saints  carved 
into  the  altars  of  Goa's 

from  Davies,  The  Historical  Atlas  of  the  Indian  “"the1' 

faces  and  expressions  are  entirely  Indian.  Even  though  the  women  in 
church  wear  black  lace  mantillas  and  carry  fans,  yet  the  language  in 
which  they  hear  the  Mass  is  in  their  native  Konkani . The  flowers  that 
they  lay  at  wayside  crosses  are  the  same  perfumed  mogrims  that  their 
Hindu  counterparts  offer  to  the  goddess  Shanta  Durga. 


Christianity  was  carried  into  India  as  early  as  the  1st  century  A. D. 
when  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  brought  the  Word  to  western  India  and  there 
founded  the  first  Indian  Christian  communi ty— whi ch  would  eventually 
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come  under  the  Patriarch  of  Antioch  (see  Genealogy . 
as  giving  the  world  its  first  churches.

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The  most  famous  of  these  missionaries  came  thirty  years  after  Albu- 
querque carrying  merely  a breviary  ( a priest’s  book  of  prayers)  and 
a crucifix.  This  was  Saint  Francis  Xavier  (1506-1552)  who  was  sent 
as  apostolic  nuncio  (the  pope's  ambassador)  to  the  East  when  the  King 
of  Portugal  requested  missionaries  for  his  overseas  territories.  He 

worked  mainly  among  the  pearl  fisher- 
men, the  Paravas.  The  Franciscans 
who  had  arrived  earlier  worked  with 
the  outcastes,  whi le  the  Jesuits  al- 
lied themselves  with  the  resident 
Brahmins .

Saint  Francis'  body  reposes  in  Goa 
where  a glimpse  of  the  head  and 
shoulders  can  actually  be  seen  in 
the  Cathedral  of  Bom  Jesus,  Velha 
Goa  (see  Photo).  Both  big  toes  have 
been  bitten  off  by  female  devotees 
and  an  arm  has  been  severed  and  now 
rests  in  Rome.  The  tomb  consists  of 
three  tiers  of  costly  jasper  and 
marble  sarcophagi  surmounted  by  a 
coffin  weighing  600  marks  of  silver 
adorned  with  reliefs  and  figures  of 
angels  supporting  a cross.

The  Portuguese  chapter  in  India's 
history  ended  in  December  1961  when 
Operation  Vijaya  brought  Goa  back 
into  the  Indian  Union  after  a 451 
year  absence. 

Substantial  numbers  of  Christians  are 
also  to  be  found  in  Madras  and  Kerala 
(see  Map  of  the  Malabar  Coast). 


The  Christians  of  the  Malabar  Coast  are 
known  locally  as  Nazarani  , i.e.,  Nazarenes. 
Local  tradition  ascribes  the  first  conver- 
sions to  St.  Thomas  the  Doubting  Apostle  who 
is  said  to  have  landed  at  Kottapuram  in 
Kerala.  Kottayam  in  Kerala  has  always  been 
a busy  base  for  missionaries  and  boasts  a 
number  of  old  churches,  some  associated  with 
St.  Thomas.

There  is  no  question  that  after  the  condemnation  of  the  Nestorian  here- 
sy by  the  Council  of  Ephesus  in  431,  colonization  by  groups  of  Syrian 
refugees,  as  well  as  wholesale  conversions  among  high  caste  Hindus  took 
place.  Consequently  when  the  Portuguese  landed  at  Cochin  in  1503,  they 
found  a flourishing  Nestorian  Christian  community,  governed  either  by 
bishops  sent  by  the  Patriarch  of  Antioch,  or  under  their  own  Metrans 
(Metropolitans).  After  the  Inquisition  was  set  up  at  Goa  in  1560  (to 
last  until  1814)  a strenuous  and  in  the  main  successful  campaign  to 
proselytize  the  Nestorians  began. 


The  San  Thome  Church, Madras 


In  Madras  is  San  Thome  founded 
by  the  Portuguese  in  1504. 

Here  is  the  locality  of  My la- 
pore  which  is  dominated  by  the 
spire  of  San  Thome  Cathedral. 
The  remains  of  St.  Thomas  are 
said  to  rest  here,  (see  Photo). 

We  may  add  that  large  numbers 
of  tribal  people  of  the  Khasi 
hills  in  Assam  are  Protestant 


Christians.  The  first  Protes- 
tant missions  in  India  were  the 
Lutherans  at  Tranquebar  in  1706, 
the  Baptists  at  Serampore  in 
1793,  and  the  Anglican  Church 
in  1813. 

It  is  not  surprising  therefore 
that  those  parts  of  India  are 
good  places  to  find  Christian 
devotional  medals.  On  a recent 
trip  to  Bombay,  I acquired  up  to 
fifty  of  these  interesting  num-

Concerning  no.  4,  a Eucharistic  Congress  is  an  international  assembly 
of  Catholics  to  honor  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  approved  by  the  Holy  See, 
and  presided  over  by  a papal  legate.  The  first  such  congress  was  held 
at  Lille,  France  in  1881,  and  others  have  been  held  in  the  United 
States,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Brazil,  and  in  India  among  other 
countries .

VESPASIAN'S  SESTERTIUS  DEPICTING  "PEA  ROMA" 

On  a sestertius  of  Vespasian,  the 
personification  of  Rome,  "Dea  Roma", 
is  shown  seated  on  the  seven  hills 
of  Rome  with  her  amazonian  habit 
tucked  up,  and  her  right  breast 
exposed.  By  her  side  is  Romulus 
and  Remus  suckled  by  the  she  wolf 
and  in  front  of  her  is  the  Tiber 
River  personified,  on  either  side 
is  a large  "S  C".  The  coin  is 
unusual  in  that  "Dea  Roma"  is  most 
always  represented  in  a more  war- 
like attitude  with  a club  or  spear 
and  shield  and  a helmet  or  with  her  foot  on  a ship's  prow.

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AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  BYZANTINE  COINAGE

No.  19  - THEODOSIUS  III  OF  ADRAMYTIUM  (716-717) 

The  final  nonentity  to  appear  on  the  Byzantine  stage  for  this  anarchs 
istic  period  was  the  tax-gatherer  of  Adramytium.  Nominally  the  ruler 
for  two  years,  he  really  only  had  control  in  Constantinople  though 
western  mints  did  strike  coins  in  his  name.  Leo  of  the  Anatolikon 
Theme  never  recognized  his  rule  and  after  concluding  terms  with  the 
Arabs,  occupied  Nicaea  (modern  Iznik)  in  preparation  for  marching  on 
the  capital.  Meanwhile  the  Arab  fleet  was  ready  to  set  out  from  Syria. 
Knowing  that  the  situation  was  beyond  his  abilities,  Theodosius  abdi- 
cated so  that  when  Leo  peacefully  entered  the  city  the  Senate  was  able 
to  offer  him  the  crown.  Anastasius'  original  choice  had  been  a good 
one.  Theodosius  retired  back  to  private  life,  of  the  rare  Byzantine 
rulers  to  do  so  and  history  has  no  record  of  him. 

The  Coinage 

As  with  his  two  predecessors,  this  is  extremely  rare  in  all  metals, 
and  the  only  known  silver  is  the  excessively  rare  hexagram  of  Constant- 
inople, again  struck  with  solidus  dies.  There  are  no  changes  in  style 
except  that  in  some  gold  coins  Theodosius  holds  the  Patriarchal  cross 
on  a globe  instead  of  the  regular  cross.  The  normal  legend  found  is 
9 N 56000SIHS  MHLA  or  variations  while  on  the  reverse  is  the  Cross 
Potens  and  victoria  avch  •

" P R I NC . I V VENTVT  IS" 

The  inscription  "PRINC. IVVENTVTIS" , for  "Princeps  Juventutis" , on 
Roman  coins  was  a title  of  dignity^ven  in  the  days  of  the  republic. 

At  first  it  was  an  honorary  title  given  to  the  boys  appointed  to  per- 
form in  the  games  of  Troy.  Later  "The  Prince  of  the  Youth"  was  the 
chief  of  the  Equestrian  Order.  Under  the  monarchial  form  of  govern- 
ment this  title  appears  to  have  been  given  to  the  young  princes  of 
the  imperial  family  that  were  destined  to  reign.  Geta , the  youngest 
son  of  Septimium  Severus  and  his  second  wife,  Julia  Domna,  was  the 
last  Caesar  to  be  represented  on  coins  as  an  equestrian  figure,  as 
shown  here. 


Diadumenianus  was  the  next  young  Caesar  to  hold  this  title  of  "The 
Prince  of  Youth"  and  he  ’s  shown  on  his  coins  in  a military  habit 
holding  a sceptre,  with  three  standards.  There  are  several  slight 
variations  of  this  coin,  in  which  Diadumenianus  holds  also  a javelin, 
or  the  hasta  pura  in  the  right  hand  and  a globe  in  his  left. 

The  coins  of  Salonius,  the  son  of  Gallienus  and  Salonina,  with  the 
"PRINC. IVVENTVTIS"  has  the  young  prince  standing,  holding  a spear  and 
shield  in  his  left  hand  while  crowning  a trophy  with  his  right.  A 
coin  of  Tetricus,  junior,  shows  "The  Prince  of  Youth"  holding  an  olive 
branch  and  the  hasta  pura.

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SOME  SINO-TIBETAN 
FORGERIES 


N.  G.  Rhodes , Hythe , Kent,  England /VI  #327 


In  the  Money  Company  auction  that  was  held  in  Hong  Kong  on  5 /6th 
September  1986,  there  was  offered,  as  Lots  895-7,  three  apparently 
unpublished  Sino-Tibetan  coins: 


The  three  coins  are  all  5 Fen 
pieces,  dated  as  follows: 

Lot  897  - Chia  Ch'ing  - Yr.  8 

Lot  896  - Tao  Kuang  - Yr.  1 

Lot  895  - Hsien  Feng  - Yr.  3 

Since  the  1 960 ' s , and  perhaps 

even  earlier,  most  Tibetan  rar- 
ities have  come  from  Tibet  via  Nepal.  As  far  as  I am  aware,  no  5 Fen 
pieces  other  than  of  Yrs.  57  and  58  of  Ch'ien  Lung  have  ever  appeared 
on  the  Nepalese  market,  so  these  three  remarkable  pieces  immediately 
excite  suspi cion , especially  as  the  group  includes  a piece  of  the  Hsien 
Feng  Emperor,  of  whom  no  genuine  Sino-Tibetan  issues  are  thought  to 
have  circulated  in  Tibet. 


Although  reported  by  the  Money  Company  as  "unlisted",  these  pieces 
have  appeared  before.  The  first  mention  of  one  was  by  E.  Kann,  in 

his  Illustrated  Catalog  of  Chinese  Coins  (Los  Angeles,  1953),  p.413, 
where  he  wrote  that: 


"According  to  Japanese  sources,  there  are  also  extant  the 
following  Sino-Tibetan  silver  coin  issues: 

Hsien  Feng  3rd  Year  5 fen 

Tung  Chi  2nd  Year  1 chien 

Kuang  Hsu  4th  Year  1 chien 

Possibly  such  coins  were  struck.  However,  neither  the  author 
nor  his  collecting  friends  have  seen  them.  Therefore  they 
are  mentioned  here  as  vague  possibilities,  but  they  cannot 
be  catalogued  at  this  stage.  In  fact,  the  compiler  has  seen 
silver  and  gold  pieces  of  TIBET  with  the  name  of  emperor 
Hsien  Feng  inscribed,  but  these  were  distinctly  bogus." 
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Unfortunately  Kann  did  not  specify  his  Japanese  sources,  but  after 
writing  the  above  he  also  discovered  the  Kuang  Hsu  Yr.  4 piece  and 
declared  it  to  be  bogus,  since  on  page  418  and  Plate  218  Kann  describ- 
ed and  illustrated  two  fantasy  pieces: 

B.78  Hsien  Feng  3rd  Year  1 chien  size;  known  in  silver 

and  gold. 

B.79  Kuang  Hsu  4th  Year  1 chien  in  silver. 


I also  have  the  above  1 chien  coin  of  Hsien  Feng,  Yr.  3,  in  my  own 
collection  (a  die  duplicate  of  Kann's  silver  and  gold  fantasies), 
and  agree  that  it  is  clearly  bogus,  The  flan,  or  perhpas  the  dies, 
have  been  smoothed  in  a way  very  untypical  of  the  earlier  Sino- 
Tibetan  issues,  and  the  weight,  at  3.2g,  is  suspiciously  low.  There 
is  at  least  one  irregularity  in  the  Tibetan  calligraphy  that  would 
not  have  been  made  if  the  coin  had  been  struck  in  Tibet,  namely  "Pao" 

written  "ZJ^"  instead  of  while  the  Chinese  calligraphy  is 

of  a fine  style  not  seen  in  Tibet  since  the  time  of  the  Ch'ien  Lung 
Emperor. 


The  most  remarkable  group  of  such  Sino-Tibetan  rarities  appeared  in 
the  sale  catalogue  of  Henry  Christensen,  Inc.  entitled  "Coins  of  the 
World"  on  November  30th,  1967.  Among  47  lots  of  miscellaneous  Tibetan 
coins,  this  catalogue  contains  a fascinating  run  of  Sino-Tibetan 
issues,  including  the  following: 


Lot  2290  Ch'ien  Lung,  Yr.  58,  5 Fen.  Illustrated  - Same 
dies  as  Kann  1460. 

Lot  2291  Chia  Ch'ing,  Yr.  8,  5 Fen. 

Lot  2293  Chia  Ch;ing,  Yr.  25,  5 Fen. 

Lot  2295  Tao  Kwang,  Yr.l,  5 Fen. 

Lot  2297  Hsien  Feng,  Yr.  3,  1 Chien.  Illustrated,  and  al- 
though the  flan  appears  wrinkled  and  cracked,  it 
is  from  the  same  dies  as  Kann  B.78  described 
above .

Lot  2299  T'ung  Ch'i,  Yr.  2,  1 Chien.  Illustrated.  Similar 

in  style  to  the  Hsien  Feng  piece,  with  similar 
minor  i rregulari ties  in  the  Tibetan  calligraphy. 

Lot  2300  Kuang  Hsu,  Yr.  4,  1 Chien.  Illustrated,  and  from 

the  same  false  dies  as  Kann  B.79.  The  style  is 

very  similar  to  the  Hsien  Feng  piece,  and  the 
symbol  at  the  top  of  the  reverse  is  only  a very 
poor  attempt  at  the  Tibetan  numeral  "4".. 
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This  remarkable  group  contains  not  only  all  the  dubious  pieces  mention- 
ed by  Kann  from  "Japanese  sources",  but  also  all  three  of  the  "unlisted1 
5 fen  coins  now  offered  by  The  Money  Company.  It  also  contains  the 
following  5 fen  piece  of  Ch'ien  Lung,  with  32  dots  each  side: 


This  piece  was  listed  and  illustrat- 
ed by  Kann  as  No.  1460,  a variety 
that  has  never  appeared  in  Nepal 
(most  pieces  have  24  dots  each  side, 
but  a few  have  20  on  the  Tibetan 
side),  and  which  also  has  minor 
irregularities  in  the  Tibetan  cal- 
ligraphy. 


The  other  5 fen  pieces  were  not  illustrated  in  the  Christensen  cata- 
logue, so  I am  delighted  to  see  the  illustrations  in  The  Money  Company 
catalogue.  At  first  sight  the  style  of  these  pieces  appears  impecc- 
able, but  there  are  some  very  minor  irregularities  in  the  Tibetan 
writing: 


Lot  897  - Chi  a Ch'ing:  The  centre  letter  in  the  top  margin  is 

" , instead  of  " 

Lot  896  - Tao  Kuang:  The  top  word  in  the  margin  is  written 

" ^ " with  two  identical  letters  instead  of  " z:  c;  " 
(dang) . 

Lot  895  - Hsien  Feng:  The  two  words  across  the  centre  read 

" " instead  of  " a " . 

While  these  i rregulari ties  may  appear  no  more  important  than  others 
that  occur  on  genuine  coins,  the  cumulative  effect,  the  association 
with  clear  forgeries  in  the  Christensen  sale,  and  the  fact  that  none 
of  the  pieces  has  been  found  in  Nepal,  leads  me  to  believe  that  they 
are  all  clever  and  imaginative  forgeries  made  in  China  well  before 
1950.

Another  possible  theory  is  that  these  pieces  were  made  in  China  for 
presentation  to  the  Emperor,  as  examples  of  the  coins  that  were  being 
issued  (in  theory,  but  not  in  practice!)  in  various  parts  of  the  Em- 
pire. A number  of  fine  brass  cash  of  this  nature  are  known,  but  if 
this  were  the  case,  surely  these  silver  pieces  for  Tibet  would  have 
been  recorded  in  Chinese  sources,  along  with  the  similar  brass  cash? 
Indeed,  a number  of  silver  Sino-Tibetan  coins,  reputedly  presented 
to  the  Emperor,  were  in  the  Peking  Old  Palace  Museum,  but  none  of 
the  coins  described  above  were  there.  These  pieces  will  be  described 
in  a subsequent  article. 

As  with  many  Chinese  forgeries  of  Tibetan  and  other  coins,  the  coins 
described  in  this  article  must  have  been  struck  in  very  small  numbers, 
and  there  is  certainly  no  quarantee  that  the  Christensen  sale  contained 
all  the  varieties  produced.  Indeed  there  is  another  5 Fen  piece  of 
Chia  Ch'ing,  Yr.  3 (Krause  & Mishler  No.  C.82),  which  may  have  come 
from  the  same  stable: 

This  piece  is  only  known  from  the  illustration  in  Kalgan  Shih's  book 
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Modem  Coins  of  China  (Shanghai  , 

June  1949),  No,  Cl-8,  and  is  similar 
in  concept  to  the  other  dubious 
pieces,  and  has  a major  difference 

in  the  Tibetan  script,  " 

instead  of  " *3*5^  ", 

While  I cannot  be  absolutely  sure, 

I feel  fairly  confident  that  all 
these  Sino-Tibetan  rarities  are  false.  They  were  probably  made  in 
China  in  the  first  half  of  the  20th  century  for  collectors,  but  were 
struck  in  such  small  numbers  that  they  have  remained  great  rarities.

A DISCUSSION  OF  GRAND  BUILDINGS  OF  ROME 

E.  R.  Kutcher , Lincoln , Nebraska,  NI  § 1289 

Properly  speaking,  "Basilica"  signifies  a "Royal  House",  as  designated 
in  ancient  Rome,  a sumptuous  edifice.  In  some  of  these  edifices  the 
magistrates  administered  justice  and  so  distinguished  it  from  the 
"Forum",  a public  place  or  market.  In  the  forum  sessions  were  sometimes 
held  in  the  open  air.  The  basilica  was  in  the  form  of  a square  or 
rectangle  with  a portico  at  each  end.  Two  side  aisles  were  separated 
by  two  rows  of  pillars,  each  of  which  formed  a structure  that  was 
adorned  with  columns.  The  walls  of  the  side  aisles  of  the  forum  were 
for  shops  in  which  goods  of  all  kinds  were  for  sale.  The  center  hall 
served  as  a place  where  merchants  and  other  men  of  business  could 
gather  to  talk  or  carry  on  business.  These  were  then  buildings  dedi- 
cated to  the  purposes  of  commerce  and  to  judicature. 

There  were  in  ancient  Rome  seventeen  of  these  public  places,  or  markets. 
Fourteen  of  these  were  for  the  purpose  of  trade  in  provisions  and  other 
merchandise,  and  were  called  "Fora  Venal i a".  The  others  were  for  as- 
semblies of  the  people  and  where  justice  was  administered  and  these 
were  named  "Fora  Vicilia"  and  "Fora  Judiciaria". 


The  simplicity  of  the  early  Republic  seems  not  to  have  indulged  in  the 
luxury  of  grand  buildings.  Livy  tells  us  that  there  were  no  "Basil icae" 
in  Rome  until  the  year  210  B.C.  (544  A.U.C.).  Cato  (Marcus  Porcius, 

B.C.  234-149)  built  the  first  and  he  also  gave  it  the  name  of  "Porcia". 
Representations  of  some  of  the  early  "Basil icae"  are  preserved  on 
denarii  from  the  Republican  time  of  Rome.

In  JENS  13,  15  and  18  Persian  overstrikes  on  Russian  coins  of  1810- 
1830  were  discussed  and  illustrated.  Steve  Album  calls  attention  to 
a different  wrinkle.  The  crude,  worn  coin  illustrated  here  (1.8x)  is 
a Persian  copy  of  an  1830  Kolyvan  (KM)  piece.  It  is  a trifle  under- 
size and  underweight  for  the  two-kopeck  size  - the  denomination  the 
Persians  knew  best,  and  a bit  too  heavy  and  broad  for  a kopeck  piece. 
The  fact  that  the  locals  copied  the  type  would  surely  suggest  that  it 
must  have  been  relatively  familiar,  hence  not  uncommon  in  the  bazaars 
of  many  Persian  cities.

"ADLOCUTIO  COHORTIUM" 


"Adlocutio  Cohortium"  (speech  to 
the  Cohorts)  is  the  theme  of  a ser- 
ies of  coins  issued  by  the  Roman 
Emperor  Caligula.  These  coins  show 
the  emperor  addressing  a military 
Cohort,  supposably  that  of  the  Prae- 
torian, at  his  accession  to  sup- 
reme power.  Notable  missing  on 
these  bronze  coins  is  the  usual 
"S.C.",  which  Caligula  did  not  use, 
as  he  gave  consent  for  all  of  his 
coinage  and  left  the  Senate  out  of 
it.

Benedetto  Pistrucci,  the  skilled  Italian  gem  engraver,  was  the  design- 
er of  the  St.  George  and  the  Dragon  design  used  on  British  gold  and 
crown  coins.  Pistrucci 's  design  was  first  used  on  the  sovereign  and 
half-sovereign  of  1817,  and  it  is  still  being  used  on  the  gold  issues 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  II.  In  1935  a special  commemorative  crown  was 
struck  to  celebrate  George  V's  silver  jubilee  which  used  a very  modern- 
istic rendering  of  St.  George  and  the  Dragon.  This  new  design  by 
Percy  Metcalf  was  greeted  with  mixed  feelings  and  was  not  repeated.

Opitz,  Charles  J.  ODD  AND  CURIOUS  MONEY,  DESCRIPTIONS  AND  VALUES,

Naga  Nassa  Navoi  Ndap,  Pu  Money  Pur-purr,  Pwomondap.  This  is  my 
nomination  for  the  most  exciting  numismatic  book  of  the  year.  It  is 
a collector's  guide  to  primitive  (odd  & curious)  money,  listing  al- 
phabetically - by  native  or  common  collector  names  - more  than  400 
different  items,  most  of  which  are  photo-or  sketch-illustrated  and 
priced.  While  brief  descriptions  of  form  and  use  accompany  each 
entry,  it  is  not  intended  as  a scholarly  work.  Informationally,  it 
mirrors  the  faults  and  virtues  of  Quiggin,  Einzig,  and  the  lesser 
authors  from  which  it  draws.  Nor  is  it  comprehensive  - an  impos- 
sible task  in  such  a broad  and  ill-defined  field  - but  probably  80% 
of  what  one  might  encounter  in  collections  or  sales  lists  of  the 
odd  & curious  can  be  found  here.  In  fact,  many  items  of  questionable 
or  disproved  monetary  status  appear  intentionally.  By  long-time 
inclusion  in  sales  lists  and  collections,  they  have  come  to  be  ac- 
cepted "primitive  money  collectibles"  -if  not  primitive  money/ 

As  a dealer,  my  major  quibble  with  the  book  is  naturally  in  the 
area  of  pricing.  This  book  should  not  be  considered  a Krause  for 
primitives.  Some  values  are  low,  some  high,  and  some  bullion  items 
selling  by  weight  are  given  a single  price.  But  in  view  of  the  very 
limited  market  for  primitives  and  the  few  dealers  in  the  field,  the 
author  has  done  a decent  job  even  here,  and  the  values  are  at  least 
ballpark  accurate. 

Any  important  new  numismatic  reference  under  $20  is  a rarity  today. 
This  one  is  well  photographed,  pleasingly  laid  out,  and  liable  to 
fascinate  even  a silver  dollar  investor.  In  an  under- researched 
field  where  collectors  hunger  for  any  scrap  of  information,  ODD  AND 
CURIOUS  MONEY  is  truly  a feast.

MODERN  GOLD  COINAGE  1985.  Washington,  D.C.:  The  Gold  Institute, 

1986;  38  pp.;  soft-bound. 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  Canada  ranked  first  in  the  use  of  pure 
gold  for  the  minting  of  coins.  A total  of  more  than  4.2  million 
troy  ounces  of  gold  were  used  by  63  countries  worldwide  in  the  minting 
of  192  issues  of  gold  coins,  according  to  the  annually  published 
booklet. 

It  also  reports  that  responding  to  a major  increase  in  the  global 
demand  for  Canada's  "family"  of  pure  gold  Maple  Leaf  bullion  coins, 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  increased  its  consumption  of  gold  from  1.2 
million  ounces  in  1984  to  1.9  million  ounces  in  1985. 

With  its  use  of  1.1  million  troy  ounces  of  gold  in  the  coinage  of 
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Krugerrands  of  various  sizes  and  weights,  South  Africa  ranked 
second  followed  by:  Iran  (473,108  oz.),  Mexico  (325,018  oz.), 
China  (112,068  oz.),  the  United  States  (79,209  oz.),  and  Austria 
(62,639  oz.). 


The  booklet  offers  the  reader  mint-source  data  on:  the  diameter, 
weight,  percentage  of  pure  gold,  and  troy  ounces  of  gold  useci  in 
each  issue,  as  well  as  a brief  description  of  each  coin's  design. 

A listing  of  the  mints  that  produced  gold  coins  in  1985  with  their 
addresses  concludes  the  report.

"ADVENTVS"  COINAGE  OF  ROMAN  EMPERORS 


The  inscription  "ADVENTVS"  commemorates  the  imperial  sovereign's  ar- 
rival at  Rome,  either  at  the  commencement  of  his  reign  or  on  his  re- 
turn from  a distance.  It  can  also  mean  his  arrival  in  some  other 
city  or  province  of  the  empire.  When  first  coming  to  the  throne,  the 
emperors  were  not  carried  in  a vehicle  of  any  kind,  but  were  carried 
on  horseback.  Septimus  Severus  rode  his  horse  to  the  gates  of  Rome, 
then  dismounted  and  entered  the  city  of  foot.  It  was  also  this  emp- 
eror's habit  of  marching  on  foot  at  the  head  of  his  soldiers  when 
departing  the  city  for  battle. 


The  fact  of  the  equestrian  procession  of  emperors  into  Rome,  even  if 
it  was  not  authenticated  from  other  sources,  is  abundantly  establish- 
ed by  the  "Imperator  Eques."  type  with  "ADVENTVS  AVGVSTI"  stamped  on 
so  numerous  a series  of  coins.  These  types  were  actually  used  by 
more  than  thirty  different  Roman  emperors  for  reverse  types.  The 
coin  illustrated  here  is  of  Septimus  Severus  on  the  occasion  of  his 
return  after  having  re-established  peace  in  the  East  by  the  destruc- 
tion of  Pescennius  Niger,  and  the  design  of  marching  against  Albinus. 
The  "FELICISSIM0"  in  the  legend  means  "the  most  auspicious  return", 
as  this  was  a most  magnificent  entry  into  Rome.
